EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — 
We're in debt to our good 
friend, Floyd Esche, editor of 
the LaSalle 
News-Tribune, 


for the following good advice 
to all who seek newspaper 
publicity. 


In his column, "Editor Cor- 


nered," Esche pretty much reflects 
the thinking of all editors who must 
handle publicity material submit- 
ted by hundreds of persons and 
organizations His advice may help 
you and your organization. Here 
It is: 
* * * 


When they tag you at your club 


or lodge, church group of civic or 
ganization for the job of publicity 
chairman, they will tell you it's a 
cinch, that all you have to do 
put "a piece in the paper" before 
and after every meeting. Don't be 
lieve a word of it. 


Your club, like all clubs, will 


want its full share of the public 
eye, and you will be expected to 
get it. To do that you do not have 
to bribe reporters with cocktail 
parties or know the newspaper 
owners or editors. But you need to 
follow a few simple procedures. 
* * • 


First off, remember that news 


means action, so you will have 
to make your club do something 
—anything at all from giving a 
valentine party for SO orphans 
to resolving that there should be 
a traffic light on this or that 
corner. Feed out real live news 
and you won't have to beg for 
•pace. 


» 


You won't get away with using 


the newspaper to record the min- 
utes of the meeting for you or to 
take the place of a telephone 
committee. Ask yourself, "Does 
this fact have any conceivable 
interest to anyone outside our or- 
ganization?" before you submit it 
for publication. 


* * • 


It will help if you can talk at 


the start of your term to the 
person who will handle your re- 
lease*. Find out about the paper's 
deadlines, whether written copy 
or telephone calls are preferred 
in your case and what the news- 
paper considers newsworthy. 


To put it briefly, write briefly. 


But be sure your story contains 
answers to the five questions: Who? 
ing who were not able to be pres- 
What? When? Where? Why? Be 
absolutely sure that all facts, full 
names and initials, titles and fig- 
ures are correct. 


Indicate the release date on 


advance copy in the upper right 
hand corner, and deliver It at 
least a day ahead. For events 
that have already 
happened, 


don't delay—the fresher li h>, 
the more newsworthy it is. 
'

There are some club events to 


which your newspaper will want 
to send a photographer. The editor 
is the man to contact about that, 
and please get in touch with him 
far enough in advance so sched- 
ules may be planned. Don't feel, 
badly If you're turned down, but 
try again. You can count on a cor- 
dial reception for a good picture 
idea.

signed to take a picture of your 
activities, work with Urn. Give 
Mm all the help and assistance 
be needs, but don't tell him that

Loss Estimate is $40,000 
Corn, Hay* Livestock 
Destroyed in Big Blaze

Firemen today es- 
fire which burned 


three buildings on the Milton 
Fassig farm near West Brook- 
lyn caused damage of at 
lease $40,000. 


West Brooklyn firemen left the 


scene of the blaze about 7 a.m. 
today after more than 24 hours on 
the job. The fire was discovered 
early Friday morning. 


The fire destroyed a large barn, 


a corn crib and a ma'chine shed. 
Ten milk cows, six calves, a sow 
and four pigs were killed. An esti- 
mated 3,500 bushels of corn and a 
year's supply of hay were des- 
troyed, as well as a corn planter, 
plows and other farm machinery. 


Cause of the blaze was not defi- 


nitely determined, but it was be- 
lieved defective wiring in the barn 
may have been responsible. The 
farm is owned by Mrs. George Fas- 
sig, Mendota, and operated by her 
son, Milton. 


Five 
fire 
departments 
were 


called to the farm, and about 200 
neighbors turned out to help fight 
the blaze. Departments which re- 
sponded to the call were West 
Brooklyn, M e n d o t a , Sublette, 
Compton and Pawpaw. 


Mrs. Milton Fassig said the loss 


is partially covered by insurance. 


She said the family was awak- 


ened early Friday by the noise of 
animals in the barn, and that at 
one point the 'house was endan- 
gered. However, firemen were able 
to save the home.

Amboy, president of the Afternoon 
unit of the Woman's club, and 
chairman of last night's drive, 
said today that the contributions 
may reach $4,000.

The Woman's club drive had a 


goal of $2,000 last night. That was 
the "emergency" sum needed to 
free the hospital of current debts.

Use Message to Congress 


THOMASVILLE, Ga. (*—President Eisenhower will send congress 


a special message next week on peacetime use of atomic energy by 
private industry in the United States and on sharing of certain atomic 
information with America's Allies. 


The President's plans were an- 


nounced today as he was spend- 
ing the weekend bird hunting as 
the guest of Secretary of the 
Treasury Humphrey. 


James C. Hagerty, presidential 


press secretary, told newsmen the 
specal message to Congress will 
be in two main sections. 


One, said Hagerty, will outline 


suggested legislation "to encourage 
peacetime use of atomic energy 
in this country by private enter- 
prise." 


The second section, he added, 


will deal with proposals Eisenhow- 
er has made in the past — in 
his Jan. 7 State of the Union mes- 
eage, lor example — for changed 


in the law to permit exchanges of 
tactical information about atomic 
weapons with America's Allies. 


Such information would deal with 


the effects of atomic weapons, and 
not in any way with how to pro- 
duce the weapons. 


Eisenhower has said he has no 


intention of asking that the law 
be amended to permit giving Antes 
data on how to build the atonic 
bomb.

What would you say are the pre- 


requisites for an ideal basement 
recreation room? That it be light 
and dry? You're so right. And the 
same goes for just a plain, ordi- 
nary basement—if it is to be a use- 
ful place. 


Methods of treating and curing 


wet basement walls have been dis- 
cussed in this space before, but 
the subject wouldn't be complete 
without mention of a trend in base- 
ment design— that of introducing 
more window area to admit more 
daylight. 


This not only makes for more 


pleasant-looking recreation rooms, 
but also allows better ventilation, 
helping to control moisture. What's 
more, it isn't too costly to redeco- 
rate existing homes to provide 
more daylight in basements. 


In most cases it is simply a mat- 


ter of enlarging window wells or 
area ways outside basement win- 
dows and of adding a few more 
windows in a line. These window 
wells or areaways can often be 
extended to form small sunken 
terraces outside recreation-room 
walls. 


Once the moisture problem Is 


licked in this or any other way, 
the home owner is free to paint or 
panel basement walls. There are 
several types of masonry paints 
available in colors. Some are said 
to be waterproof and some are not. 
You can even color coment-base 
waterproofing compounds with col- 
ored oxide pigments. 


There is a wide variety of con- 


crete floor finishes to choose from, 
including special dyes, stains, oil- 
base paints, rubber-base paints and 
liquid floor coverings. Resilient-tile 
is a popular product for recreation- 
room floors, as well. 


If you select plywood j paneling 


for the walls, you must nail fur- 
rings strips to the walls before 
fastening the panels in place. The 
furring may be of Ix2-inch or 2x2- 
inch stock, nailed vertically and 
16 inches on centers. 


Use masonry nails spaced 12 to 


14 inches apart, rather than wire 
nails, to fasten furring strips to 
masonry — six-penny nails for one 
inch, furring and eight-penny for 
the two-inch strips. If the nails 
won't enter the masonry, use a 
small star drill to make holes, then 
drive wooden pegs into the holes.

Four-by eight foot panels 3i-inch j 


thick are adequate for paneling 
over masonry. Erect the panels 
vertically. Plywood comes in many 
varieties, including the pre-finished j 
kinds, that are equally easy and 
quickly erected. Plywood can be 
obtained with veneers of several J 
types of wood and in textured sur- I 
faces to suit every taste. 


Tongue-and-groove paneling is 


applied to masonry in much the 
same way. If the boards are to 
run 
horizontally, 
furring strips 


must be applied vertically. Hori- 
zontal strips spaced about two 
feet apart are used when paneling 
is vertical. In horizontal paneling, 
start at the floor and work up to 
ceiling. Vertical paneling starts 
at a corner. 


Whether you use plywood or 


tongue-and-groove 
paneling/ the 


wood should be back-primed with a 
resin sealer or paint primer as 
further protection from moisture. 
Allow a Vi-inch "breathing space" 
at floor and ceiling for a similar 
reason—it helps reduce the chance 
of moisture collecting behind the 
paneling.

But no single week can 
be selected as the time when the 
practice of. gardening s-hould begin

Four months must pass in the 


sun's slow northern journey be- 
fore sowing seeds outdoors is safe 
in the northern tier of states. 


To obtain action in unison among 


all practicing and promoting home 
gardening, the Americafi Council 
of Horticulture has devised a mov- 
ing spring festival, Planting Time, 
which follows the sun as it travels 
north from January until March. 


The country is divided into four 


zones. In each the average date 
of the last killing frost is approxi- 
mately the same. One month be- 
fore this date is selected as the 
beginning of Planting Time in 
that zone. Seeds of hardy varie- 
ties may be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted; tender va- 
rieties may be started under pro- 
tection, and merchants of garden 
goods should make these avail- 
able to their customers. 


Since it is considered imprac- 


tical to divide a state into several 
zones, each state has been con- 
sidered as a unit, and assigned a 
date for the beginning of "Plant- 
ing Time" which represents the 
average climate of the whole 
state. 


The key date which governs 


outdoor gardening operations in 
any locality subject to freezing 
weather is the time of the last 
killing frost in spring. Ascertain 
that from your local weather bu 
reau, or from experienced garden- 
ers 
of your neighborhood who 


usually know it. 


Plants protected by greenhouses 


or hot-beds may be started as 
much as 10 weeks before this date.- 
Seeds can be sown in cold frames 
8 weeks before it; and seed boxes 
started in the home soon after 
that. 


As soon as the ground can be 


prepared for outdoor seed sowing, 
hardy plants may be sown, either 
flowers or vegetables. 


Tender plants started under pro- 


tection should not be set out in 
the garden 
until all danger of 


freezing, or even severe chilling, 
ends. 
Convectors Aid 
Quickly to Comfort 
Demands of Homes 


I 
Greater speed in meeting the 


comfort demands of homes during 
severe winter weather is one of the 
contributions of the new convec- 
tors. Instead of the time lag re- 
quired to heat huge masses of cast 
iron, non-ferrous convectors speed 
heat distribution by using a com- 
pact heating element made of cop- 
per or aluminum for qujck conduc- 
tion of heat. Copper, for example, 
conducts heat approximately TOO 
per cent faster than cast iron. 


This type of element means fast 


response to thermostatic control 
and quicker transmission of heat 
from boiler to rooms. Also, heating 
engineers say, it means raising 
room temperatures in about one- 
fifth the time required by radia- 
tors of cast iron formerly found 
extensively in homes.

els which may be used as free- 


Insulation Helps 
Solve Problem 
Of Condensation 


Unless precautions are taken to 


prevent it, condensation and rnois 
ture accumulation within walls can 
create a troublesome problem in 
today's smaller, more tightly built 
homes. The problem is especially 
acute in localities where outside 
temperatures are unusually'cold in 
winter. 


Excessive condensation may be 


caused by one or a combination of 
these factors: (1) high inside tem- 
perature and relative humidity (2) 
low resistance of the inner part of 
the wall to vapor movement (3) 
low sheathing and siding tempera- 
tures resulting from insulation of 
the wall (4) high resistance to 
vapor movement of the section of 
the wall outside the insulation and 
(5) low outdoor temperature. 


As one precaution against con- 


densation it is advisable to install 
attic louvers for the ventilation of 
unheated attic spaces. Such louv- 
ers are incorporated in the con- 
struction-of today's newer homes. 
Approximately one square foot of 
louver area per 300 square feet Of 
ceiling area, distributed between 
two louvers, is recommended as a 


i condensation safeguard in winter, 


j as well as for increased summer 
comfort. 


I 
A vapor barrier is required in 


addition, however, to stop as much 
as possible of the inside air from 
going into the wall space. This 
protection is incorporated as a 
plus factor in some of the newer 
insulations. An example is a fiber 
blanket insulation which has an 
aluminum foil cover as a positive 
vapor barrier. The reflective cover 
always is installed facing the in- 
terior of the house as a barrier 
against condensation and to keep 
heat inside the house in winter and 
outside the house in summer. 


In homes without attic insulation 


reflective blankets can be installed 
at small expense if the home own- 
er does the work himself. It is not_ 
a formidable undertaking. The in- 
sulation comes in rolls which can 
be carried home in the family car, 
cut to the desired lengths and tack- 
ed or stapled into place. Detailed 
instructions are contained in each 
roll of insulation. 


Such a do-it-yourself project can 


be accomplished at a cost of less 
than $70 for the attic of an average 
five-room home. Fuel savings, and 
insurance a g a i n s t condensation 
damage, pay for the original cost 
within a few years.

Know the Right Sandpaper for Every Purpose 


Sandpapers, of varying degrees of hardness and toughness are best 


used for the specific work for; which they were made. 


By MR. FIX 


Strictly speaking, sandpaper is- 


n't sandpaper and its manufac- 
turers are a little touchy about it 
being referred to by that name. 
What you call "sandpapers," they 
call 
"coated 
abrasives," 
a n d i 


they're right, because there is no i 
sand used in making them. 
. 


Three of the five minerals used i 


as cutting agents are natural, be- 
• 


ing mined or quarried. They are 
flint quartz, garnet and emery. 
The other two — aluminum oxide 
and silicon carbide—are artificial- 
ly produced in electric furnaces. 
A sixth mineral, iron oxide, is 
used in making crocus cloth, but 
this can hardly be called an abra- 
sive, for it is valuable as a metal- 
polishing agent. 


Flint paper long ago gained pop- 


ular acceptance as a wood-finish- 
ing abrasive, but the development 
of garnet paper, which is much 
superior in cutting ability and en- 
during sharpness, took the play 
away from flint. 


Flint paper is still widely used 


by the average buyer who is not 
aware of later developments in 
abrasives, but has almost no use 
in industry, according to Behr- 
Manning. Now its best application 
is in removing old paint. It is the 
most inexpensive sandpaper, and 
because any coated abrasive has 
short life in/paint removal, there 
is little advantage in using a 
harder and sharper abrasive. 


Use Coarse-grit flint paper for 


the first rough sanding and me- 
dium-grit for the second. Flint can 
be used for finish sanding, too,'but 
garnet does it better. 


Garnet is available for wood 


finishing In "open" and "closed" 


grains. The open-grain paper is 
for use on work where an exces- 
sive quantity of chips or dust tends 
to clog the grains. 


Garnet finishing paper is for 


final wood finishing, sanding intri- 
cate shapes for which great flexi- 
bility is needed and for rubbing 
down paint and varnish between 
coats. 


For rough sanding wtfh garnet, 


use grit 40 (1'i) or 50 (1). Me- 
dium sanding, grit 60 (]•<) and 100 
(2/0). Extremely fine finish, 120 
(3/o) or finer. 


Emery is a slow-cutting, short- 


lived abrasive like flint paper and 
has been somewhat outdated by 
faster-cutting aluminum oxide and 
silicon carbide grains. 
Used on 


metals .for such work as rust re- 
moval, it is usually 
satisfactory 


where the job isn't extensive. 


Aluminum oxide paper and cloth 


are available for a great variety 
of jobs, such as hardwood finish- 
ing, metal preparation and finish- 
ing and in conjunction with lac- 
quer finishes..

Randall Hits High Tariffs But 


Drafts Cautious Program 


The majority recommendations of the Randall commis- 


sion on foreign economic policy are liberal, as they were ex- 
pected to be. There was no surprise, either, in the conserva- 
tive proposals of the commission minority. 


Advocates of greatly expanded foreign trade will be dis- 


appointed that the majority's suggestions are not more 
sweeping than they are. 
But the commission, operating 


under the able guidance of a top industrialist, Clarence B. 
Randall, was clearly concerned with drafting a program that 
might have some chance of passage. 


Thus its chief recommendation on trade is a three-year 


extension of the now annually renewable reciprocal trade 
act, which gives the president wide discretionary power in 
negotiating tariff concessions with other countries. 


Within this frame, the commission advises successive 


tariff cuts up to 15 per cent. 


The existing "peril point" feature would be maintained. 


Under this provision of the law, the U. S. tariff commission 
informs the president of the outside limit to which a tariff 
may be cut without doing "serious injury" to American in- 
terests. 


Also undisturbed would be the "escape clause" which 


allows interested parties to protest tariff rates in effect. On 
a finding of injury to a Domestic industry, the tariff com- 
mission can recommend higher duties to the president. He 
can ignore the advice, but if he does he has to give congress 
his reasons. 


These two items represent past victories of the "higl 


tariff" forces, and their retention measures the caution with 
which the Randall commission approached the question o 
specific new trade proposals. 


Nevertheless, the tone of the report is encouraging t 


those who believe that this country must steadily lower its 
trade barriers as a contribution to the lasting economi 
health of other friendly nations which live by trade.

If the reciprocal trade act could be renewed for a three 


year span instead of the one-year period, time would be 
gained for more exhaustive study of fresh ideas in the for 
eign trade field. 


Furthermore, a three-year renewal would introduce an 


unaccustomed note of stability into our foreign trade rela 
tions. Uncertainty is always bugaboo with our friends 
abroad, and they would be happy to know they could count 
on some basic arrangement for more than"1* year. 


The Randall commission wisely submitted its report at 


an early date to give congress ample time to study the rec- 
ommendations before the usual summer expiration of the 
reciprocal law. A responsible congress can have no excuse 
for not giving this issue thorough attention. The proposals 
are modest enough. Even with their liberal bent, they ough 
to satisfy a body of lawmakers which likes to declare that 
everybody in the world should be self-supporting. 


Sedate Debates 


James Reston of the New York Times took note the other 


day of one of the sadder phenomena of-our time—the decline 
of really lively debate in congress. 


There is some good argument, he adds. By this we as- 


sume he means there are still lawmakers who can present 
issues clearly, so that the listener understands the two* or 
more opposing points of view. 


Anyone who frequents the house and senate chambers 


these days would have to agree. Very often only a handful 
of senators are present when that august body has under 
consideration the most momentous issues. 


We don't have "great debates" any more, just a lot of 


talk—some of it reasonable, but all too much of it hard- 
gleam-in-the-eye shouting and ranting.

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Lincoln, Dixon and 


Destiny 


By THE REV. NEIL J. CRAWFORD 


All kinds of people came to Dixon, Illinois, or Fort 


Dixon, in 1832. Scared farmers came from Ogle county, 
future presidents from far places, bold militiamen from 
Southern Illinois, regular soldiers from forts and camps, 
professional military leaders who had been trained at 
West Point and others who had risen from the ranks. 


Samuel Reed of Buffalo Grove typifies the frightened 


farmers. On Saturday, May 12, he put out the first wheat 
ever planted in Ogle j 
county. 
Friendly In- j 


dians warned him that 
unfriendly Indians were 
coming. Rain on Sun-, 
day deepened his gloom I 
and a volley of shotaj 
in the distance on Mon- 
day inspired him to 
move at once toward; 
Fort Dixon. 


Lt, Jefferson Davis, 


future President of the 
Confederacy, was 
on j 


furlough when he heard 
of the war. He rushed j 
north to join his com- 
pany and spent consid- j 
erable time at Fort j 
Dixon. Lt. Col. Zach- 
ary T a y 1 or, twelfth 
President of the United 
States, Abraham Lincoln, sixteenth President of the 
United States, and Lt. Robert Anderson, who as Major 
Anderson was in command at Fort Sumter in 1861, all met 
Jefferson Davis at Dixon according to Francis F. Browne, 
author of "The-Every-Day Life of Abraham Lincoln." 


When Major Anderson surrendered Fort Sumter, he 


came to Washington to pay his respects to the President. 
After thanking him for his conduct in South Carolina, Mr. 
Lincoln said, "Major, do you remember ever meeting 
me before?" 


No, Mr. President, I have no recollection of ever 


having had the pleasure before." 


"My memory is better than yours," said Mr. Lincoln. 


You mustered me into the service of the United States, 


in 1832, at Dixon's Ferry, in the Black Hawk War." 


Abraham Lincoln never forgot his Dixon days. 
Leonard Cninelle'a glorious statue of Cap- 


tain Abraham Lincoln now graces the site of Fort 
Dixon. The great sculptor has caught the spirit 
of 23-year-old Lincoln who had recently be«n , 
chosen Captain of Menard County Troops. 
In 


those days the men chose their own officers. 


Lincoln and his troops marched through mud 


from New Salem to the mouth of the Rock River 
where General Atkinson swore them In. They 
marched through more mud to Fort Dixon under 
the command of General Samuel Whiteside. 
When their enlistments expired 30 days later, most of 


Lincoln's company went back to New Salem, but he re- 
enlisted as a private in Capt. Elijah lies' company of In- 
dependent Rangers. In a note written in 1868 Captain lies 
says, "The term of Governor Reynolds' first call being 
about to expire, he made a second call, and the first was 
disbanded. I was elected a captain of one of the com- 
panies. I had a* members of my company. General 
Jame* D. Henry, John T. Stuart, and A. Lincoln, and 
wo war* mustered into service on the 2»th of May, 1832, 
at the mouth of Fox river, now Ottawa, by Lieutenant 
Robert Anderson, Assistant Inspector General In the 
United State* Army. We reported to Colonel Zachary 
Taylor, at Dixon's Ferry." 


When this enlistment expired- he enlisted again 


under Capt. Jacob M. Early. His later law partner, Wil- 
liam Herndon, says Lincoln told him that since he waa 
unmarried, unemployed and homeless, he figured the mil- 
itia was a pretty good place to spend hi* time. Moreover, 
he planned to run for the legislature, and the army wa* 
a good place to win friends and influence people. The 
ast two week* of hi* service were spent in a futile 
March for Black Hawk in Wisconsin. Jefferson Davis had 
whatever honor there waa in being Black Hawk'* cap* 
tor, for the chief wa* turned over to Mm after the Bat* 
tie of Bad Ax.

Herndon says that despite his habit of poking fun at 


his war record, down deep Lincoln was really proud of 
his experience in that war. He said himself in his brief 
autobiography written in 1859 that his election as cap- 
tain of his company gave him more pleasure than any 
other honor that had ever come to him. The fact that he 
reenlisted twice shows that he enjoyed life in the field 
with the men. While he saw no battle action, he did 
face a crisis when his men were going to kill a poor old 
Indian who came into their camp. 
Captain Lincoln 


stepped forward to protect the Indian who had a letter 
of praise from General Cass for services rendered. Lin- 
coln's men accused him of cowardice and softness. He 
challenged his accusers to step forward to,find out if he 
was a coward. When the men shifted the issue by say- 
ing that Lincoln was a bigger man, he replied, "There is 
a way to equalize men. Choose your weapdn." 
• 


The men quickly regained their respect for their lead- 


er. The Indian was saved, and so was the honor of the 
army. 


Lincoln returned to Dixon 24 years later, and 


fortunately we have several contemporary news- 
paper accounts. 


The Dixon Telegraph for Saturday, July 2«, 


1856, has an article entitled "Fremont and Dayton 
Ratification Meeting." 
"Pursuant to call the citizens of this vicinity gathered 


in large numbers to ratify the nomination of John C. Fre- 
mont and William L. Dayton for the Presidency and Vice 
Presidency of the United States. Although the farmers 
had commenced harvesting there were 1,500 people pres- 
ent to make the welkin ring with shouts for the Cause of 
the Union, the Constitution and Freedom. J. J. Beards- 
ley of Rock Island addressed the people in a short speech, 
and then Abraham Lincoln, the man who has defeated 
Douglas in many an argument, took the stand and for 
over two hours held that vast audience in breathless si- 
lence, save when interrupted by an uncontrolled outburst 
of applause. 
Our opponents could but acknowledge Mr. 


Lincoln's speech a masterly effort . . . (audience stayed 
till 12 p. m.) We only wish we had space to give some 
extracts from the able speeches of that day and evening: 
but space forbids. The arguments were unanswerable." 


His wish is nothing to compare with ours. If 


the editor had found space for Lincoln's speech, he 
would have made himself one of the newspaper 
world's Immortals. 


"" We know from The Dixon Telegraph of Sat- 


urday, July 19, 1856, that John V. Eustace was 
appointed to act as President and William Butler 
to art as Marshal for the ratification meeting at 
which Lincoln spoke. 
If Mr. Frank E. Stevens, a profound student of Abra- 


ham Lincoln and Dixon, had read the July 26 as well as 
the July 12, 1856, issue of The Dixon Telegraph, he would 
have known that Dixon's paper did not overlook Lincoln's 
part in the Fremont Ratification meeting. 


The Leonard Crunelle statue of Abraham Lincoln at 
• captain in the Black Hawk War, located at ths tit* 
of old Fort Dixon on the north side of Rock River in 
Dixon, The statue wa* dedicated in l»SO during the 


Dixon centennial celebration. 


However, the Amboy Times, Thursday, July 24, 1856, 


does have a far more interesting account of the occasion. 
Here is the report: 


"Last Thursday, July 17, we with a large number of 


our citizens went to Dixon to attend the ratification meet- 
ing at that place, and we trust no one regretted their at- 
tendance. We heard several excellent speeches, but the 
speech of the day was made by Hon. Abraham Lincoln, 
one of our electors at large. When loudly called for, he 
aA>se, not with slow and dignified motion, but quick as a 
flash, and lo! what a man. He is about six feet high, 
crooked legged, stoop shouldered, spare built, and any- 
thing but handsome in the face. It is plain that nature 
took but little trouble in fashioning his outer man, but 
a gem may be encased in a rude casket. 


"His first remarks were not of a character to over- 


come the unfavorable impression which his uncouth ap- 
pearance made, but when he had spoken some five or 
ten minutes, he began to warm up on the subject. He laid 
out his field of operations, and when he had finished his 
work, we. with one accord, pronounced it good. Not a 
stone was left unturned; not an obstacle or objection un- 
removed. As a close observer and cogent reasoner, he 
has few equals and perhaps no superior in the world. 
His language is pure and respectful; he attacks no man's 
character .tor motives- -but fights with arguments. 


"We have heard a good many political speeches In 


our time, but never, we think, one equal to his. He spoke 
full two hours and still the audience cried, 'Go on'." 


We owe a special debt of gratitude to the Am- 


boy Times for such a brilliant, contemporary word 
picture of Lincoln's appearance, his manner of 
speech and the reception given his oratory by the 
audience. 
Will all extreme devotees of short 


speeches who always cite Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address of two minutes versus Dr. Edwdard Ev- 
erett's address of two hours, please note the length 
of Lincoln's great Dixon speech—two hours! And 
the people cried, "Go on." 


(Incidentally, until a group consisting of Mrs. 


Frank Sheets, Rev. and Mrs. Edwin Hunt, Rev. 
and Mrs. Neil Crawford and Miss Mildred Van 
Inwegen got together last year and read Everett's 
address, I had never met anyone who had read it, 
although everybody talks about it, mostly dispar- 
aging. Unjustly *o, the Oregon readers found.) 
In addition to the Dixon and Amboy papers, the Daily 


Democrat Press, Chicago, July 19. 1856, reported the 
Dixon meeting of July 17, 1856. None of these papers gives 
the content of Lincoln's speech. However, all agree that 
he was magnificent and triumphant. His second appear 
ance in Dixon was one of joyful acceptance by her citi- 
zens and matched the mood of his first appearance in 
1832. 


Abraham Lincoln was reaching the peak of his powers 


when he returned to Dixon two years later in 1858. The 
Freeport Journal for August 26, 1858, indicates that Lin 
coin would come from Dixon on the morning of the 27th 
on a train with "delegations from Ogle, Lee and White- 
side counties." 


It Is likely that Lincoln made the most fate- 


ful decision of his life In Dixon, Illinois. Joseph 
Medill says that he urged Lincoln not to »sk ques- 
tion number two concerning Squatter Sovereignty 
during his debate with Douglas In Freeport. They 
were in or near Dixon at the time of this conver- 
sation, and Lincoln told Medill that he would not 
delete the question, but would "spear it at Doug- 
las" at Freeport. 
He did so, and Douglas 


answered in such a way that he won the senatorial 
election. 
Medill, editor of the Chicago Tribune, went to Spring, 


field two days after Lincoln's election to the presidency 
in 1860. The President-elect said to him, "Do you recol- 
lect the argument we had on the way up to Freeport two 
years ago over my question that I was to ask Judge 
Douglas about the power of squatters to exclude slavery 
from territories?" 


Medill replied that he remembered it very well, 


Lincoln said, "Now, don't you think I was right in put- 
ting that question to him?" 


Medill said, "Yes- Mr. Lincoln, you were, and we 


were both right. 
Douglas' reply to that question un 


doubtedly hurt him badly for the presidency, but it re- 
elected him to the Senate at that time as,I feared it 
would." 


Lincoln smiled broadly as he said, "Now I have won 


the place that he was playing for." 


They both laughed, and the matter was never re- 


ferred to again.

A display of the skillful weaving 


done by .Miss Kathryn Wright, 204 
East Boyd, is the crafts exhibit 
now being featured by the Phidian 
Art club in the Dixon Art Gallery, 
Loveland Community House. It is 
the aim of the club to highlight the 
hobby of a local person each 
month. The exhibit series opened 
with wood carvings by Frederick 
J. Garner, Grand Detour. 


Miss Wright has been weaving 


for three years and finds it an ab- 
sorbing hobby. Her interest began 
with a weaving course one sum- 
mer at Mankato, Minn. Last sum- 
mer she studied at the Fletcher 
Farm School in Vermont with 
Berta Frey, one of the foremost 
weavers and designers in the coun- 
try. 


According to the talented Miss 


Wright one Of the greatest rewards 
in hand weaving is the association 
with others who are enthusiastic 
about the craft. The interest in 
hand weaving is rapidly being re- 
vived in America, the art having 
received its greatest stimulus in 
the south where many of the old 
drafts of patterns were preserved 
by the mountain folk. 


In the hands of the modern 


craftsman the patterns'for grand- 
mother's old coverlets became 
something new and entirely mod- 
ern. The interior decorators value 
handwoven textiles with their em- 
phasis on texture rather than pat- 
tern because they supply varia- 
tions from the other fabrics in the 
room. Hospitals have long appre- 
ciated the value of weaving in the 
occupational therapy treatment of 
the sick and disabled. 


Is Dlxon Teacher 


Miss Wright, a Dixon high school 


teacher, has three looms in her 
home. She has woven skirts, jack- 
ets, belts, bags, hats, mats, towels 
and aprons, a number of which 
are shown in her present display. 
One of the questions most often 
asked of weavers is, "How long 
did It take?" a question impossible 
to answer for each article is a 
well planned project which takes 
long hours of designing of texture 
and color and of warping the loom 
before the weaving begins. 


A careful check on the time 


spent on the black skirt in the dis- 
play showed 40 hours of work. The 
warping of the loom is the most 
time consuming.

Dr. Labarthe Speaks 


Dr. Labarthe spoke to one of our 


homemakers' sessions at Farm and 
Home Week in regard to buying 
textiles. He challenged homemak 
ers, too, to select textiles according 
to their type of family living. For 
example, the busy, active business 
woman should select the 30 denier 
hose, rather than the too sheer 
15 denier which just are not meant 
for everyday wear. The active 


business man would be a more in- 
elligent consumer by buying a 
vorsted suit rather than a smart 
ooking soft, flannel one. A busy 
lousewife, raising a family, should 
probably purchase the white and 
jastel towels rather than the deep- 
extured dark tones. The latter 
ones demand special attention in 
washing and extra time that can- 
not be given to caring for them 
wisely. 


Dr. Labarthe said that the con- 


sumer owes it to everyone to re- 
turn poor goods back to the store 
whenever complaints are complete 
y justified — when weakness is in 
:he goods, its finish, its button, 
trim, etc., these complaints are 
generally justified. Too many cus 
tomers carry back silly, unjustified 
complaints back to store owners 
Very few of our textiles go through 
any kind of a testing program be- 
fore being put on our markets. So, 


s up to the consumer to rid the 


market of truly poor finishes and 
foods. This he does by refusal to 
buy poQr things and by returning 
poor goods to its source. 


Dr. Labarthe emphasized that 


high prices are not always an indi- 
cation that you are getting good 
quality. The same mistakes are 
iust as likely to occur in the high 
est priced garment as the lowest 
priced one. 


Dr. Labarthe who is with the 


Mellon Institute of Industrial Re- 
search at the University of Pitts- 
burgh reported that this new inter- 
facing material "Pellon" stands up 
very well to dry cleaning and 
washing, but he reported varied 
results about the milium lining ap- 
pearing in many of our coats. Some

CHICAGO >S> — Mrs. Anita Mc- 


Cormick Elaine, 87, the daughter 
of inventor Cyrus Hall McCoi mick 
died Friday night after a long 
illness. 


Mrs. McCormick, a social leader 


in Chicago for 50 years, was the 
wife of Emmons Blame whose 
father, James G. Blame, was the 
Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent in 18S4. The younger Blame 
died in 1892. 


Mrs. Elaine had been in ill 


health for thr-e years. A grand- 
daughter, Mrs. Nancy Blaine of 
Washington, D. C . said death was 
attributed to bronchial pneumonia. 


Mrs. Blame inherited a large 


fortune from her fa* her, inventor 
of the reaping machine, and she 
contributed large sums to philan- 
thropic and educational activities. 


Among her major contributions 


was the creation of a trust fund 
of $100,000 in 1943 for Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek of China. Mme. Chiang 
said she would devote the money 
to care of Chinese orphans 


In 1946 Mrs. Blaine gave a mil- 


lion dollars to found an organiza- 
tion called the Foundation for 
World Government, and in May 
1949 she financed a tabloid news- 
paper, the Daily Compass, which 
ceased publication in November, 
1962. 


Mrs. Blame helped the school of 


education at the University of Chi- 
cago and served for seveial years 
as a member of the Chicago Board 
of Education. She also contributed 
heavily, in the founding and devel- 
oping of the Francis Parker School 
noted for its progressive methods 
of elementary education.

Russia Fears 
Austrian Pact,

BERLIN (J)—Secretary of State 


John Foster Dulles declared today 
Russia refuses to get out of Aus- 
tria because it would mean with- 
drawing her troops from Hungary 
and Romania. 


He implied that he thought Mos- 


cow had reason to fear the coiise- 
quences of such a move. 


Dulles ripped into Soviet Foreign 


Minister V. M. Molotov for his 
proposal to grant Austrian inde- 
pendence only with a proviso that 
Soviet and other occupation troops 
remain on Austrian soil until Ger- 
many is unified, which now ap- 
pears in the far distant future. 


The secretary took up the cudg- 


els for Austria after Vienna's For- 
eign Minister Leopold Figl, appear- 
ing before the Berlin Big Four con- 
ference, formally rejected the So- 
viet plan.

Dr. Nicholas Nyaradi 


Dr. Nicholas Nyaradi, professor 


of political science and economics, 
Bradley university, Peona, will ad- 
dress the Dixon High school Par- 
ent-Teachers Association Wednes- 
day at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
auditorium. 


Dr. Nyaradi was a leading figure 


in Hungary's postwar economic 
diplomacy. He resigned his min- 
ister of finance post there shortly 
before the Communist domination 
was completed. 


Conies To U.S. 


Nyaradi arrived in America in 


1949 and has written many articles 
for leading newspapers and maga- 
zines including the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, Fortune, the Scnpps- 
Howard syndicate, and the Chica- 
go Tribune. 


In Budapest, Hungary, where he 


was born, Nyaradi studied econo- 
mics, political science and law, re- 
ceiving a doctor of law degree 
from the University of Budapest. 


Upon completing his studies, he 


traveled throughout Europe. North 
Africa, India, Ceylon, the United 
States and South America. 


Nyaradi worked more than 15 


years as a lawyer and later as an 
executive 
of various Hungarian 


banks. In 1946, he was appointed 
undersecretary of the Hungarian 
treasury and in 1947, minister of 
finance, representing the anti-Com- 
munist Small Farmer's party. 


Reduces Claim 


In May, 1947, he was sent to the 


Soviet Union to settle a Russian 
claim of $200 million against Hun- 
gary. After seven months of nego- 
tiations, he reduced the claim to 
$45 million, saving Hungary from 
economic collapse and halting tem- 
porarily the Red menace in his 
Country. 


He was one of two Hungarian 


cabinet members to vote for Hun 
gary's participation in the Mar 
shall plan in spite of Russia's 
threat against it. 


Nyaradi conducted economic ne- 


gotiations with the United Stales, 
Russia, England, France, Switzer- 
land. 
Sweden, Austria, 
Egypt, 


Czechoslovakia, Rumania, and the 
Allied Control council of Germany 
and Austria. 


Flees Homeland 


In 19-JS, he resigned and fled 


Hungary, protesting against the 
Red move of expropriating Amer- 
ican property in Hungary and 
against re-arming Hungary on the 
side of Russia. 


Shortly after his resignation, the 


Red domination was completed in 
Hungary. Cardinal Mindszenty was 
arrested, the last opposition liqui- 
dated and the country patterned 
on the Soviet plan of a "people's 
icpublic." 


His topic at the meeting will be

45th Division 
Stages Farewell 
For Departure 


SEOUL <*—The U. S. 45th Divi- 


sion, an Oklahoma National Guard 
outfit, staged a "huge farewell pa- 
rade today for soldiers returning 
to the United States. 


The 45th is the first American 


division the leave Korea perma- 
nently since the start of the war. 
But only about 1,000 men normally 
scheduled for rotation will carry 
the division flag and colors back 
to Oklahoma—the rest will be as- 
signed to other American units 
here. 


The 45th is the first of two divi- 


sions President 
Eisenhower an- 


nounced last month would be with- 
drawn from Korea. The 40th, a 
California National Guard division, 
will return late this spring.

Wensland, foreman of the jury 
which indicted Mrs. Cawley. 


The indictments, which later 


were dismissed, charged her with 
various gambling offenses and al- 
so with selling liquor without a 
license. 


Judge J. €am Perry dismissed 


the suit on grounds he lacks juris- 
diction, there was no real cause 
for the action and the actions of a 
grand jury cannot-be restricted. 


Mrs. Cawley had charged in her 


suit that the indictments were re- 
turned despite the fact she viola- 
ted no Illinois statute and despite 
failure of the state to present 
competent witnesses before the 
jury.

WICHITA FALLS, Tex. (B-Bob 


White and his friend, Motor—both 
of them—slept warm and comfort- 
able in their new home Friday 
night. 


Bob, 16, almost starved to death 


to stay here with Motor when the 
family moved some 400 miles west 
to Andrews. Tex., last October. 


There was just no way for Bob'* 


mother and stepfather to take the 
dog with them. Andrews is a bit 
off the beaten path out north of 
Lubbock and transportation, even 
for people, is difficult. It's almost 
impossible for a Black Cocker 
Spaniel with soulful brown eyes. 


Stays With Dog 


So when the family moved to 


more promising fields Bob decid- 
ed to stay with Motor, whose tail 
moves in circles, just like a motor. 


Bob and his friend made their 


home on the banks of the Wichita 
River. They took donations of food 
from warm-hearted river folk and 
roamed the river banks for drift- 
wood to keep their shack warm. 


Finally, his olothing badly worn 


and food becoming scarcer, Bob 
dropped out of high school. But he 
and Motor, that tail still wae»m«r. 
were seen along the river—trying 
to fish and hunting driftwood or 
whatever the little river would 
give up. 


Absence from school brought the 


"visiting teacher" looking around. 
He was Mike Locascio. an Opti- 
mist Club member, who took more 
than a truant officer's interest in 
the boy and his dog. 


Slakes Arrangements 


Mike made arrangements with 


juvenile authorities to send Bob 
on west to his family. But the boy 
was heart-broken when Jan. 28 he 
was placed on an Andrews-bound 
bus, without Motor. 


The Optimist Club wasn't through 


however. Curtis Cook, president of 
the club and managing editor of 
the Wjchita Falls Record-News, 
went to work. 


Friday, after two railroads had 


combined facilities to get Motor 
to Odessa, Tex., he was placed in 
a truck owned by Glen Clark, 
president of the Odessa Optimists. 


Clark called Friday night to say 


that Motor, that short, bark tail 
spinning furiously, had been re- 
united with Bob, still scrawny 
and spindly from his three-months 
stay on the river bank. 


"Oh boy," said the boy as Mo- 


tor yelped in ioyous recognition.

Unemployment 
Rate Rise Is 
Slowing Down 


WASHINGTON Wl — Unemploy- 


ment still was rising last week, 
according to Labor Department 
figures, but the increase was the 
smallest in a month. 


The department's Bureau of Em- 


ployment 
Security said 
Friday 


364,400 workers filed new applica- 
tions for unemployment compen- 
sation in the week ended Feb. 6. 
This was 13,500 fewer than the 


previous week and well below the 
winter peak—168,878 in the week 
ended Jan. 9. 


The new national total of jobless 


I w o r k e r s under unemployment 
compensation stood at 2,128,100 
last week—higher than any cor- 
responding week since World War 
II, except in the 1950 recession 
period when it rose to nearly 2,400,- 
000. The total of workers drawing 
jobless pay 
has 
risen for 10 


straight weeks. 


Weather conditions and produc- 


tion cutbacks contributed to the 
continuing volume of claims.
